Beneficial socioeconomic effects in 
study area - includes Nottoway County, 
Chesterfield County, and six adjacent 
counties 

Combined economic effects of 
construction and operations: 

• 1,633 temporary jobs during peak 
construction in 2016 

• 783 permanent direct and indirect jobs 
by 2020 and beyond 

• Long term operations output: $100 
million annually 

• Net positive fiscal revenues for 
Nottoway, Chesterfield, and other 
counties 

• Induced business growth could be 
accommodated in existing commercial 
and business zones

• Ongoing consultation with the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service regarding the 
effects to northern long-eared bat
